BAGGING MATERIAL 
MAY BE USED FOR 
MANY HOME ITEMS 


The use of 
bagging 
material 


such as cotton flour and feed sacks 
Is in many Instances a wise econ- 
omy for housewives in view of the 
present scarcity and high prices 
of textiles, says Eva Sue Merrltt 
county home demonstration agent. 


Rural homemakers 
have 
long 


Used the sturdy cotton fabric of 
many flour and feed bags for mak- 
ing everything from tea towels to 
bedspreads, 
draperies, luncheon 


Cloths and napkins. 
Miss Merritt 
•ays that often the big problem in 
using bapging is removing the 
black printed letters that label the 
bags, and that textile specialists of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture have outlined five methods 
which have been used successfully 
IB taking print from sackcloth, 
1. Scrub bags with hot water and 


laundry soap. This often removes 
nearly all the ink, and the rest usu- 
ally disappears if the bags are boil- 
ed In soapy water for half an hour 
and rinsed. Then chlorine bleach 
may be used to take out the last 
traces of black. 
1 2. Wet a bar of laundry soap 
and rub on the dry bag until It 
1« entirely covered with a thick lay- 
er of soap, 
Roll up the bag- and 


let It stand several hours. 
Then 
wash and boll if necessary. 
. 3. Soak the bag in kerosene over 
night. 
Then wash, first In luke- 


warm water, then in soapy water 
and rinse thoroughly. 


4. Cover the black print with 
lard or soft petroleum Jelly, rubbing 
the grease into the fabric thorough- 
ly. Leave overnight to loosen the 
black, then wash in soapy luke- 
warm water and rinse. 


6. Boil bags in water with sodium 


hydrosulphite or some other dye 
remover, which may be purchased 
at drug stores. Always follow di- 
rections given on package, and 
rinae well afterward.

Leaving Is Trying. 
Now tho boys and girls who live 


In tho big, red brick buildings at 
the end of West Second avenue, 
have a Jot of things that you and 
I didn't have when we were kids, 
as anyone with a better-than nod- 
ding acquaintance of the placo 
can tell you. But one of, and per- 
haps tho most trying times of all 
for them is when they must leave 
the Home and make the transition 
Into the workaday world. 


Without any previous training, 


the transition is a major obstacle. 
On graduation they want either | 
to go to work or to college, and 
in most cases they must work if 
they go to college. 


The present school plan is de- 
signed to help them over that 
transition 
period 
by 
preparing 


them beforehand, while they still 
"have one foot on home base." 


Given Tests.

The Home, an Independent school 


district within itself, re-arranged 


i the nenlor classes to accommo- 
date the situation. 
Some of the 


seniors work mornings, some af- 


i ternoonb, but none of them miss 


school. 
The snnlor class of 1947 


totals only 20 members, but all 20 
are employed part-time in Corsi- 
cana. 


The benefits of the plan are self- 


evident. The most Important ones 
arc business contacts, experience 


in handling their own money, and 
experience in saving.

Additional Education. 
Plans have been completed for 


the enrollment of over half of the 
members of this year's senior class 
in universities, business or trade 
schools, in Texas. Superintendent 
Kelly devotes much of his time 
each year in helping to place and 
aid those seniors who want to at- 
tend. 


This year they've chosen 
the 
University of Texas Sam Houston 
Slate Teachers' College, East Tex- 
as State Teachers' College, North 
Texas State Teachers College, Tex- 
as Tech, Nixon-Clay Business Col- 
lege, the Southwestern School of 
Printing, and perhaps others.

Parent-Teacher Magazine" J. Louis 
Neff, executive director, American 
Cancer 
Society, Texas 
Division

On 
the average It eventually visits one 
out of every two homes. 
It kills more mothers of »cho 1 
children than any other disease, 
and It takes almost as many fath- 
ers. 


One person out of every eight 


who dies Is a victim of cancer. 
In every year of life from the age 
of 30 to 59 Inclusive, more women 
die of cancer than from any other 
cause.

Striking the parent at a 
time 


when the child most nseds the lov- 
ing care of the mother, the protec- 
tion and support of the 
father, 
cancer robs the ch'ld of his great- 
est treasure—security. The execu-

Spraying Equipment 
Of Great Importance 


"The difference between a good 
orchard spraying .Job and a poor 
one is often decided by the type 
of spraying equipment the grow- 
re uses," S. P. Walton, 
negro 
county agent, pointed out today. 


To fight Insects and diseases In 
small backyard 
orchards 
with 


only a few trees, Walton recom- 
mends the small knapsack type 
sprayer which holds two or three 
gallons of spray. 
"Another 
effi- 


cient backyard spraying rig Is the 
wheelbarrow type holding ten to 
12 gallons of liquid," the agent 
said. 


Commercial orchardtsts seldom 
consider spraying with equipment 
that develops less than 200 pounds 
pressure, according to 
Walton. 
"There are two types of power 
spraying equipment used In com- 
mercial orchards. 
One is 
the 
power take-off type, which oper- 
ates from a tractor; the other, 
which 
h«is power 
mounted 
on 


the sprayer can bo moved by a 
team 
or on a pickup 
truck 


through the orchard."
